THE ANNUAL REPORT TO THE BOARD 
OF TRUSTEES

To the Members of the Board of Trustees of the Baptist Education 
Society of the State of New York: 


Gentlemen : 


T is difficult for me to realize that this is the eleventh annual report 
I have submitted to you as President of The Colgate-Rochester 
Divinity School. 

I take pleasure in reporting that we have had in most ways a very 
satisfactory year. The enrollment has been next to the largest in our 
history, in spite of the very careful work which is being done by our 
Admissions Committee. Our students not only must have a B.A. 
degree, but unless the B.A. degree comes from an accredited college 
they are received only on probation. We are raising our standards 
rather than lowering them, but as yet it has not resulted in any dearth 
of students. 

One tendency in the School which is to be noted and given careful 
consideration is the increased proportion of those of other denomina- 
tions attending the School. In the last ten years the proportion has 
risen from 7 per cent to 26 per cent. The annual proportion is ac- 
celerating rather than being retarded. The denomination which has 
the largest group in the Student Body, other than our Baptist group, is 
the Methodist. A goodly number of men who have churches in this 
district and the district to the south of us are desirous of taking their 
work here. With the going of Auburn from this section of the state, 
a larger number of men who are Presbyterians have turned in this 
direction. 

Our students are still received from a large group of colleges, seven- 
ty-two different institutions furnishing the 130 students. The school 
furnishing the largest number is Denison University, with twelve; the 
next largest, William Jewell College, with nine; then the University of 
Rochester, with seven; the University of Redlands in California, with 
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six; Syracuse University, with five; Colgate and Linfield, each with 
four, would come next. 


Faculty Notes 


The work of the Faculty has been at its usual high level during the 
year. Professor Erb was absent during the first semester on his 
sabbatical leave, when he did intensive research on the subject of 
“Religious Education Among the Baptists.” He spent some time in 
England following through this inquiry, and a good deal of time with 
the Samuel Colgate Baptist Historical Collection at Hamilton, in pur- 
suing his research there. He hopes eventually to put this in book form. 
His experience in his research in the Samuel Colgate Historical Col- 
lection is worthy of comment here: He found it a veritable treasure 
house. Not only had President Cutten and the authorities of Colgate 
University seen to the adequate housing of the Collection, but the 
staff of librarians, with Dr. Cutten’s assistance, was doing an out- 
standing piece of cataloging work, so that the material was imme- 
diately at the hand of the research student. The staff is headed by 
Mr. Edward C. Starr, one of our former students. 

Professor Moehlman has published this past year one book, entitled 
“Protestantism’s Challenge,’ and is at work on another. He recently 
addressed the American Church History Society. 

The book which embodied my Cole Lectures delivered last spring 
at Vanderbilt University has recently been published, through Cokes- 
bury Press, its caption being: “Remaking Life.” The honor was 
conferred upon me last June, by Alfred University, of the degree of 
Doctor of Humane Letters. 

Professor Nixon has a new book shortly to come from the press. 

Dean Ewell has been very active in denominational service, being a 
member of the Budget-Research Committee of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, as well as of the Executive Committee of the General 
Council. 

Professor Baker is a member of the Board of Managers of the Min- 
isters and Missionaries Benefit Board; and I have continued my rela- 
tionship with the Home Mission Society, as chairman of its Board 
of Managers. 

Professor Vichert, whom we asked to remain through this past year, 
has done so at some considerable effort to himself because of health 
conditions. He terminates his work at the conclusion of this school 
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year. I want to place on record here the appreciation which I, as 
President, feel not only of the steady and useful work which he has 
done as a member of the Faculty, but of the fine spirit with which 
he has worked, and the sound judgment and the co-operative good will 
which he has brought to all problems which have risen before us as a 
Faculty. I am sure that in speaking thus I voice the sentiments of all 
his other colleagues as well. 

Invitations were extended for this next scholastic year to Professor 
Robins and Professor Parsons to remain with us in their teaching 
capacity. These invitations were given, by your instruction, through 
the Executive Committee. They plan to conclude their work at the 
end of this coming year. Steps are being taken by the Committee on 
Instruction to fill these vacancies, and recommendations from them 
will come before you at this meeting. 

At the annual meeting of a year ago I called attention to Professor 
Lehman’s illness. By dint, however, of very special care for himself 
he was enabled to take up his work in the fall and carry it through 
the year with remarkable success. He is training a chorus which 
will sing at the sessions of the Northern Baptist Convention this week 
at Atlantic City. Professor Robins, also, suffered last summer a 
serious attack upon his health; but he likewise, by a careful regimen, 
has been able to rise above it and to carry his work during this year 
most acceptably. 

Miss Alice Chester, who has been my secretary since I became Presi- 
dent, and who had served with Dr. Barbour all through his tenure of 
office as President, completes twenty-five years of service this year and 
is retiring from regular work. I pay tribute to her long and effective 
service and devotion to the School. Miss Ruth Logan began her serv- 
ice as my secretary on May first. 


Denominational Relations 


One problem we face in connection with our annual meeting is the 
clash year after year between the time set for our Commencement and 
the sessions of the Northern Baptist Convention. The Convention 
follows so closely upon the time of our Commencement that it is almost 
impossible to get members of our Board who are actively interested 
in the Northern Baptist Convention to attend our Board meeting. It 
is also difficult for members of our Faculty and Administration to get 
to the Northern Baptist Convention after our Commencement has con- 
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cluded. The Faculty are struggling with this problem, with the ex- 
pectation of bringing you a recommendation. 

A development in the life of the denomination and of the School, 
which was mentioned last year but is growingly important, is the 
winter Seminar conducted by the leaders of our denominational organ- 
izations in the city of New York, to which the members of our senior 
class are invited. There, for a two- or three-day period, the students 
graduating from the different theological schools meet and are made 
acquainted with the work our denomination is doing, with the people 
who guide the destinies of the Societies, and with the large fellowship 
of young men preparing for the Baptist ministry. This has taken so 
important a place in the thinking of the School, the denomination, and 
the students themselves, that we have decided to allow our seniors to 
go, if they so desire, for the entire week following Easter, while we 
are having our Convocation here. This will not interfere with our 
classes ; and while we dislike to have our seniors miss the Convocation, 
it seems the best way to achieve an apparently very desirable end. 

In the course of the past year the authorities in charge of the German 
Baptist Seminary of this city, formerly the German Department of 
the Colgate-Rochester Divinity School, have decided to change the 
name of their institution to the Rochester Baptist Seminary. 


Extra-MurAL Work 


Professor Vichert, who supervises the extra-mural work of our stu- 
dents, has given me the following, which I quote from his report: 

“T herewith submit my report on Extra-Mural Work for this year 
1939-40. 


Student Pastors 


“Fifty-five churches have been cared for by student pastors, and the 
number of students thus employed is fifty-eight. The denominational 
distribution of the churches is as follows: Baptist 26, Congregational 
9, Methodist 9, Friends 4, Community 3, Presbyterian 2, Evangelical 2. 
A number of these churches I have visited during the year, and I have 
had reports from most of them. So far as I have been able to secure 
statistics they indicate that our students are preaching to approximately 
2,000 people on Sunday mornings, and their church schools approach 
1,500 in attendance. There have been 239 additions to the membership 
of these churches. 
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“Every student this year has been definitely related to some church 
activity. In a larger number of instances than formerly has been the 
case remuneration has been attached to this service, the amounts vary- 
ing all the way from a very small sum to $300 for the school year. 
Some churches have reduced their payments, but the aggregate is larger 
than in former years. 

“Early in the fall of 1938 we were asked to provide for a morning 
devotional period over WSAY Radio Station on Mondays. From that 
time until the present the students have conducted that service, carry- 
ing it through the long vacation period, as well as through the school 
year. It will probably be continued by them through the coming sum- 
mer. They have co-operated faithfully, and have in this way brought 
good to many people. 

“In concluding this which is probably my final report on the extra- 
mural work, I wish to express my very great pleasure and satisfaction 
in the work, and my growing appreciation of its values. It has opened 
the way to contacts with both churches and students which have been 
congenial and enriching. Pastors and other church leaders have given 
most cordial co-operation. 

“As for the students, I know that this clinical work, supplementing 
the instruction of the classroom, has been of very great value to them, 
and the churches in turn have been aided by the services rendered. 

“T am persuaded also that there is a value for the Divinity School 
itself in this intimate contact with the life of the churches. I sincerely 
hope that the opportunity for these contacts will continue to be cul- 
tivated, and expanded wherever possible. 

“With grateful appreciation of your own constant kindness and sym- 
pathetic co-operation, and of my privilege of fellowship with you and 
my colleagues in service, I respectfully submit this report.”

LIBRARY 


From the annual report of the Librarian, Mr. Trost, I present the 
following items: 

“The total number of accessions to the library for the year 1939-40 
amounted to 1,306, of which 916 were added by purchase and 197 by 
gift. The number of periodicals bound during the year was 193, in- 
cluding 26 volumes of the Keystone Series of Church School lesson 
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material. Of $2,250 spent for new books, $125.28 was expended for 
new books for the Alumni Lending Library. 

“Of considerable historical worth are the Historical Records Survey 
of Churches prepared under the direction of the Federal Government. 
These are regularly received by the Library as issued. Because of the 
foreign situation, the receipt of books from the Continent has been 
greatly hampered. Fortunately, foreign periodicals are regularly re- 
ceived. It is to be regretted that some of these have been forced to 
suspend publication. 

“The total number of books circulated was 17,287 volumes. This 
figure includes 239 slides. Reserve books issued for overnight use 
amounted to 4,843. Evening attendance (including Saturday after- 
noons) totaled 4,744, an increase of 588. 


Exhibits 


“Exhibits arranged during the year included reproductions of Nativ- 
ity pictures and a display of the literary productions of the Alumni. 
A chronological array of 369 books by Alumni whose classes ranged 
from 1822 to the present time was well received. Many of these have 
been contributed by foreign missionaries and extend through a wide 
language range. In addition to translations of the Bible in whole or 
in part, ranging from Assamese to Telegu, there are books represent- 
ing the results of scholarly research in various fields. An invitation 
has been sent to the Alumni asking their aid in enlarging our collection 
of books written by Alumni. 

“The library prepared a display of rare books in connection with the 
Book Fair sponsored by the Rochester Academy of Medicine. 

“Facsimiles of Bible manuscripts will soon be on display in the 
upper stack room (the former temporary chapel). These will form 
a permanent display and will serve as a great teaching aid to our 
students. 


Alumni Lending Library 


“Letters of praise and gratitude are constantly being received by the 
Librarian from alumni who are deeply appreciative of the Alumni 
Lending Library service. The number of books circulated amounted 
to about the same as for the previous year. A mimeographed list of 
the entire collection is being prepared and will be sent to the alumni 
who request it.” 
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Last year I made an appeal to the trustees to start our “Living En- 
dowment” program, a method of supplementing our income to offset 
‘the annual deficit caused by the decrease in income due to the lowered 
rate on investments. We appreciate the response made by the trus- 
tees, and hope that you may consider an annual gift to the work of 
the institution as a regular part of your benevolence. Contributions 
were made by twenty-one out of thirty-five members of the Board who 
are not members of the Faculty, totaling $285. Contributions from 
‘the Faculty amounted to $145 for the year. We then made the appeal 
to the alumni, and already 142 have responded, with a total contribution 
of $942 in cash and pledges, including one item of $235 from one 
former student at Rochester University, who was aided by this Society 
but who did not finally enter the ministry. He repaid the equivalent 
of the amount of aid he had received. We have received from these 
sources a total for the year of $1,393. We are now going to broaden 
the group from whom we seek sustaining contributions, enrolling more 
of the alumni and going also to our friends in different sections of the 
country. 


SCHOLARSHIPS AND FELLOWSHIPS 


During the school year the students who were appointed last May 
to our Fellowships and Graduate Scholarships have been pursuing their 
work at different institutions. Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth L. Maxwell 
were forced to return from Cambridge, England, where they were 
studying; Mr. Maxwell is now in course at Yale University. Mr. 
Edwin H. Tuller completed his work under the Faculty Libre de 
Theologie Protestante in Paris, France, and took up his work as 
assistant pastor with Dr. Abernethy in Washington, D. C. Mr. Samuel 
H. Cassel, Jr. began his year’s study in Europe, completed some of it 
in Sweden and in Geneva, Switzerland, but was forced to return home 
on account of the war. Mr. Clyde A. Holbrook, who has been working 
toward his doctorate at Yale University, and Mr. Paul G. Schade, 
studying at the same institution, are well on their way toward their 
degrees. Mr. Winthrop S. Hudson will take this summer the final 
examination prior to being recommended for his doctorate, at the 
University of Chicago. 
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Mr. William Nelson Lyons, Mr. Merrill Mead Parvis, and Mr. Eric 
Lane Titus, who have held our Graduate Scholarships this past year, 
also have been studying at the University of Chicago. These three 
men now are recommended to you for the award of Fellowships for 
this next scholastic year beginning September first. 


The Faculty recommends granting various Graduate Scholarships, 
each carrying with it an amount of $400 or less: One of these to 
Mr. James H. Blackmore, B.A., of Wake Forest College, 1937, and 
of Colgate-Rochester Divinity School, 1940, for special research work 
in India. A second one to Mr. Wesley N. Haines, B.A. of Brown 
University, 1936, Colgate-Rochester, 1940, to do graduate work at 
Harvard University. During this last term Mr. Haines has been teach- 
ing the course in Philosophy to the seniors of Keuka College, a course 
previously taught by President Miller. Another Graduate Scholarship 
is recommended for Mr. Donald S. Hobbs, B.A. University of Min- 
nesota, 1937, Colgate-Rochester, 1940, to do graduate work at Pendle 
Hill, Pennsylvania; one to Mr. Walter H. Huhne, B.A. Hobart Col- 
lege, 1937, Colgate-Rochester, 1940, to do graduate work at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago; another to Mr. Robert L. Clingan, B.A. Univer- 
sity of Redlands, 1936, Colgate-Rochester, 1940, to take further gradu- 
ate work in Rural Sociology at the University of Minnesota. 


In most of these cases the students are not granted the maximum 
amount of the Fellowship or the Graduate Scholarship, these amounts 
having been lowered because of our reduced income. The total amount 
awarded for these Scholarships and Fellowships during the past few 
years has dropped from $4,000 to about $2,600.
